In  a  general  sense  1986  was  a  very  sad  year. The  death  od  Dr. J. Allen  Hynok 
was  a  tragedy  felt  by  us  all.lt  was  followed  by  the  similarly  serious  loss 
of  Jim  Lorenzon, co-founder  of  APR0,and  one  of  the  originals  of  UPO  research 
who  will  bo  irreplaoable.In  Britain.BUTORA  lost  its  Icng  standing  secretary 
and  stalwart , Betty  Hood, at  such  an  early  age. It  la  hard  to  believe  that  all  of 
these  people  are  gone. And  1967  has  started  no  more  eheerfully.lt  has  olaimed 
from  our  midst  another  of  the  BUFURA  administration  team,Pan  Kennedy, who  has 
been  a  beacon  of  trustworthiness  and  common  sense  to  all  who  worked  with  hop. 
And  HUFONs  Iclahal  Epperson  has  now  passed  too.There  are  very  few  women  at  on 
active  focal  point  of  world  ufology, and  to  find  three  taken  from  uo  in  such  a 
short  space  of  time  is  extremely  sad. 

But  for  all  these  eolleogues  wo  rauet  soldier  on  .Ho  hove  a  job  to  do  in 
persuading  the  public  that  our  subject  is  serious  and  requires  objective  study 
rather  than  sensational  headlines  and  absurd  stories. That  is  never  easy, in 
view  of  sorao  of  the  less  cautious  investigators  and  more  fringe  societies  who 
care  little  about  bard  work  but  are  first  rate  PR  merchants. They  cream  off 
the  attention  and  create  a  wholly  false  impression  of  what  UFO  investi^tlon 
and  research  is  all  about. 

Those  who  are  reading  these  words  laow  the  truth. Bat  often  it  is  not  enou^ 
to  preach  to  the  converted. We  have  to  go  more  for  the  jugular  ae  these  .  roehtr 
vociferous  advocates  seen  all  too  willing  to  do. There  are  thousands  out  there 
who  have  aegn  UFOs,  and  they  need  to  loiow  a  sensible  location  to  report  cases 
in  a  confidential  manner. They  do  not  want  to  to  inundated  with  sales  pitches 
and  contaotee  messages-And  there  are  millions  op  tihixets  who  still  think  UFOs 
are  a  Joko.  It  Is  our  fault  that  they  do. He  are  not  doing  our  own  PB  Job  right. 

I  strongly  suspect  that  1987  is  going  to  make  a  big  dent  in  this  situation. 
Next  year, I  trust,!  shall  be  able  to  ooniment  on  good  news  and  the  impact  we 
have  all  made.  Bat  the  responsibility  lies  with  you.  There  are  only  a  few  hun¬ 
dred  people  in  the  entire  world  who  know  the  truth  aboub  UPOs  and  are  able  to 
reflect  this  with  elncerity,lntOGrity  and  objectivity. Tou  are  almost  certainly 
one  of  the  few.  never  forget  the  burden  that  places  upon  your  shoulders.

It  waa  qiiits  an  activ®  year  in  the  ooutharn  continent. Horlc  la  coordin 
-atftd  by  ACUF03  (Auatralian  Centre  for  UFO  Stndiea)  ,*hioh  vaa  aet  up  to 
tie  in  with  CUFOS  in  the  OSA  acne  years  ago. It  has  oeraber  asnociations  all 
over  the  country, such  as  HAUPOIC  in  Western  Australia  and  TUFOIC  in  Tas¬ 
mania. 

ACUFOS,  coordinated  by  Hark  Horavco  and  Hike  Hough,  acta  as  a  clearing 
house. has  a  computer  data  haso  and  organises  the  successful  UPOCOHo.  There 
is  a  most  impressive  list  of  sel  f-G^nemtod  publications  available  .cover 
-ing  such  a  broad  range  of  topics  It  lo  irapossiblo  to  list  them  all. They 
include  Keith  Baatcrfield' a  llOpp  study  of  Austral.-isian  entity  cases  (  at 
Au3),Jo)in  Prytr  with  a  52pp  look  at  UPO  information  storage  and  data 
retrlnval  (at  BIO  Aus)  and  Hark  Hornveo's  mammoth  137pp  study  and  case  filo 
cnt.tloguo  of  rslUPOn  (or  sigiitings  with  paychio  overtones)  (at  B2S  Aun).  A 
complete  list  is  availnble  on  request, proving  the  impressive  talents  of  UFO 

rnsoarchors  in  Australaoia. 

As  for  1986  case  report  information  supplied  by  ACOFOS  groups  shows  that 
there  are  presently  189  logged  sightings,  of  which  46  are  unexplained. This 
is  for  a  country  with  I5  million  inhabit.onts,  which  allows  the  total  to  bo 
objectively  compared  with  other  locations  .Most  of  the  unexplained  canes 
came  in  a  Septeraber-Noveeber  Western  Australia  flap, and  some  may  of  course 
ultimately  be  explained. 

Some  niglxtingB  generated  wide  publicity,  but  were  not  exactly  watertigiitj 
Many  national  papers  featured  a  landing  with  traces  and  animal  disturbance 
alleged  on  29  Janu.ary  at  Orange, Hew  South  Wales. At  23  .  30  two  young  men  and 
two  young  women  (aged  between  17  and  22)  were  attracted  by  their  horses  in 
a  state  of  panic,  (bing  outside  they  found  an  'oval  shaped  object  with  a  flat 
bottom  and  domed  top'  which  had  a  'bri^t  red, flashing  or  revolving  llfdit 
an  the  bottom  and  was  surroxmdod  by  a  ring  of  about  20  fixed  red  lights'. It 
made  a  big  noise  and  flew  off. They  gave  ch.aso  in  a  car, but  lost  It.llnwevar, 
they  did  find  an  area  of  flattened  grass  next  day. Police  and  T7  followed  up 
and  the  case  was  hitiily  thought  of.  Dot  it  transpired  that  an  .-unbulonee  heli¬ 
copter  had  landed  nearby  anil  this  was  almost  certainly  what  the  'UFO'  wan. 

Tha  ground  traces  were  preaxmably  unconnected. 

Miystory  Space  Crash'  wao  a  typical  ho.adlino  of  the  next  case, which  took 
pl.aco  at  noon  on  24  Hoy  when  many  people  in  South  West  Australia  and  Victoria 
saw  on  object. It  was  described  as  'a  long  silver  rocket  shape  with  a  fed 
tail  and  fins  on  the  back' .A  vapour  trail  was  also  reported, pouring  moke, 
by  other  witnesses. It  ultimately  'crashed'  into  the  sea  at  Victor  Harbsur, 
aco'Tding  to  the  press. However, Investigation  proved  no  Justification  for  this 
Thn  object  .appears  not  lo  have  cone  iown.All  the  evidence  suggests  that  thin 
wan  n  bolido  meteor  or  piece  of  space  junk  burning  up  In  the  lower  atmosphere 

An  for  the  unorplained  oases  -  you  will  see  reference  to  some  of  those 
later  in  this  publication.  Hut  there  are  quite  a  few  oountrios  who  will  be 
mthor  envious  of  the  amoxmt  of  activity  Auetralao  ion  invostigntorn  have  had 
to  cope  with!

rbeEO  are  concerned  with  sittings  that  have  plagued  the  aptly  naoed  'Magic 
Vountains'  near  Snowdrift  In  Northwest  Territories. They  concentrate  in  the 
winter  nonths  January/^larch  and  are  oulti-coloured  sin^e  or  oultiplo  lights. A 
Royal  Canadian  Mounted  policeman  who  witnossed  one  of  these  lights  in  June  1904 
told  of  a  "small  reddish  coloured  light, aooewhat  larger  than  a  star"  which  "sep 
-orated  Into  two  lights,  .drifted  apart  and  then  oaae  together  again. Then  the 
light  vanished," 

What  is  fasoinating  about  these  DAP  (Dnidentified  Atnospherio  Phenomena, as 
cautious  researchers  prefer  to  call  suoh  things)  is  their  reoarkably  consistant 
nature. The  similarity  with  the  Hessdalen,Norway, lights  (see  last  years  UPO  WORLD) 
is  obvioua.They  are  also  duplicated  on  a  recurrent  basis  in  other  places, such 
as  the  Brown  Mountains  of  the  USA  and  the  Pennine  hills  of  Eii^and.All  of  these 
terrains  imply  a  natural  origin  on  the  threshold  of  scientific  understanding. Tliia 
ia  why  the  geophysical  sol'ution,  promoted  initially  by  recent  UFO  reaoarohers 
such  as  Ur  Hioaol  Persinger  and  Paul  Devereui,  has  suoh  exciting  potonhial  for 
a  Part  of  the  UPO  mystery.

Cliilean  journalist  and  HUPOH  researcher  J  Antonio  Hunoeus.now  living  in  New 
Tork,  made  a  trip  to  hie  native  land  to  report  on  ufology  there  and, as  It  was 
to  turn  out, establish  a  serious  research  group  for  the  firsh  time. 

He  was  particularly  intrigued  by  a  major  sitting  on  17  August  1905, where  for 
□  everal  tSURS  an  eatlmated  TWO  MILLION  people  around  Santiago  and  Valparaiso  oaw 
"distinct  luminous  spots  which  moved  slowly  and  remained  motionlesa  at  times". 

Not  only  wore  they  photographed  hp  astronomers  at  the  Carre  Calan  Observatory  in 
Santiago  but  the  Channel  7  TV  station  succeeded  in  filming  them  with  special 
ligivt  gathering  equipment.  Radar  at  the  Santiago  airport  tracked  them  too. 

Experienced  UPO  lavostigators  always  suspect  solutions  to  long  duration  cases 
extretnoly  unlikely  to  bo  genuinely  unesplsinod. There  was 
ialk  of  those  objects  being  the  hi^  flying  weather  balloon 
experiments  that  plagued  so  much  of  the  southern  hemisphere 
in  1965  (see  laat  years  UFO  WORLD). Out  a  report  published 
by  the  ^neral  edoinlstratlon  of  Civil  Aeronautioa  seems  to 
refute  that  idea  by  stating  that  "the  apparitions  of  that 
day  still  remain  an  enigoa  to  be  added  to  the  arohlvoe  of 
'.The  apparent  change  in  direotion  cf  the  objects, from  west- 
east  to  north-south, further  argues  against  the  balloon  hypnthesis,

Bertrand  Heheuat,degri'bed  by  OWl  Pr^aence  ae  "a  theoretician, man  of  the  world 
and  also  an  ejperienced  investigator"  is  still  tuming  heads  with  his  innovative 
book  "Souooupea  volantea  et  folklore"  saucers  and  folklore") (Hercure). It 

reflects  how  French  ufology  is  different. Some  say  better, some  say  worse. Sit  it  is 
Burely  dlfforantl 

Me'heugt  is  a  sceptic, as  Indeed  aro  a  hi^  percentage  of  French  researchers. Ho 
works  on  the  premise  that  lITOs  probably  have  a  psychological  or  sociological  ex¬ 
planation,  althou^  be  is  wise  enou^  to  leave  the  doors  of  real  UTOs  open  Just  a 
crack.  By  likening  the  UFO  subject  to  a  new  myth  or  folBore  in  the  making  It 
does  introduce  many  telling  aoalogies.lt  Is  quite  possible  to  equate  features  of 
the  close  encounters  of  the  fourth  kind  (or  adductions)  with  ancient  fairy  tales. 

That  other  Frenchman, Jacques  Tallee,  did  that  originally  with  his  hook  "Pasnport 
to  Magoni8",and  it  in  turn  relied  to  some  degree  on  the  Swiss  psychiatrist, Carl 
Jung,  whose  book  "Flying  Saucers:A  modem  myth"  first  upset  the  applecart  in  1959> 
with  the  daring  suggestion  that  the  eightings  may  come  mostly  from  inner  space 
rather  than  outer  space. 

It  is  this  pedigree  which  makes  the  country  either  perceptive  (if  you  are  open 
to  the  posslW-lity  that  UFOs  might  mot  to  bo  spaceships)  or  frustating  (if  this 
aecna  the  only  sensible  option).Tho  Atlantic  forms  Quite  a  divide  in  this  respect 
with  Americana, in  particular,  finding  it  hard  to  understand  the  almost  mystical 
rarablingg  of  the  psychological  school.On  the  other  hand, Britain  even  has  a  journal 
(Hagonia)  which  named  itself  in  honour  of  Vallee,  often  reports  from  French  uorkers 
and  certainly  tags  along  with  the  sceptlo-’l  school  of  UFO  research. 

In  a  sense  it  must  be  seen  as  ironic  that  France  is  also  the  country  with  the 
most  visible  govomment  UFO  research  team.  (EPAW,a  part  of  the  space  centre  in 
Toulouse,  has  been  funded  since  1977  and  (despite  cewiain  pronouncements  by  the 
British  media)  continues  to  Investigate  cases  in  a  scientlfio  fashion  with  the  aid 
of  the  gendaimerie.That  this  team  has  collated  many  Impressive  landing  cases,  anal 
-ysod  physical  ground  tracesiinvestigated  vehicle  malfunctions,  frequently  found 
sightings  to  be  'genuine*  and  'imeiplained'  and  is  generally  staffed  by  engineers 
or  spaoo  soicatlsts  forms  a  faseinating  paradox. Oulto  contrary  to  the  normal  way  of 
things  around  the  world  it  seems  to  ba  the  ufologists  who  are  the  seeptios  and  tha 
govemnent  who  are  the  believersl 

A  good  example  of  oritloal  French  ufology  in  1966  was  their  detailed  investigat 
-ion  of  a  case  Involving  fli^t  04  132»an  Olynpio  Airways  toeing  727  Hhich  was  in 
-volved  in  a  mid  air  encounter  with  a  UFO. This  occurred  at  about  16.05  on  15  August 
1985  over  the  Swiss  border  whilst  on  a  fli^t  from  Zurich  to  Athena. 

The  pilot  reported  observing  a  missile  or  cigar  shaped  object  that  reflected  the 
sun  as  he  flew  at  over  20,000  feat. A  very  ertensive  programme  of  research  w^a  then 
Carried  out  into  the  case, monitoring  press  reaction,  contacting  airports, defence 
authorities, the  airline,  even  ambassadors.The  result  was  a  fairly  conclusive  solut¬ 
ion  to  this  partlculaJ  incident. Someone  had  launched  a  toy  balloon  for  the  pleasure 
of  his  young  ohlld.lt  had  risen  high  out  of  control  and  oiuseed  the  path  of  the 

727. 

The  balloon, named  UFO  tolar,  is  on  sale  in  many  other  parts  of  the  world  and  id 
BO  named  to  encourage  purchasers  that  it  looks  like  a  UPOl  Obviously  ufologlatB  (and 
airline  pilotsl)  are  going  to  have  to  be  on  their  constant  guard.

Italy  has  a  population  of  3^  oilllon,  alnoat  Identical  with  the  UK.lt  is 
just  a  couple  of  a  million  more  than  Prance,  whose  rate  of  ai^jitinss  is  hard 
to  STaluata  hocauso  of  the  increased  sceptiolsra.  (ilthou^  GFAK,  the  government 
hacked  team, show  figures  of  625  e  fi^e  year  spell  before  their  creation  and 
354  oases  in  the  first  year  of  operation  —  1978) 

1966  seems  to  have  been  an  aotive  year  in  Italy, with  a  wave  of  entity  cases 
which  represents  one  of  the  very  feu  to  be  reported  anywhere  in  the  world  in 
recent  years. But  there  have  been  major  changes  in  organisation  too. CUM, the  UK 
centre, had  (according  to  some  of  its  members  at  least)  spent  too  much  time 
"pressing  political  and  military  authorities  towards  establishing  a  UK  comniss 
-ion". As  a  result  investigation  had  suffered. As  a  consequence  of  this  many  well 
known  former  members  of  CUM  got  together,  including  Antonio  Chiuraiento  (whose 
case  analysis  reports  have,  bean  published  outside  Italy) , Roberto  Farabone  (editor 
of  the  prestid^ous  UPIAR  journal) , Massimo  Qreco  (editor  of  UK  Mews  Flash), 

Edoardo  Russo  (boat  known  for  hia  papeirs  at  international  oongreases)  and  Haur- 
izio  Terga  (whose  Computer  Mawa  Letter,  in  Ehigiish,haa  beea  a  major  UK  media 
development  in  the  past  couple  of  years  with  its  papevs  discussing  the  best  means 
of  utilising  the  micro-computer  revolution  in  UK  research). There  are  many  other 
leading  Italian  workers  too. 

Obviously  this  grouping  represents  a  major  step  forward. ClSU  (Italian  Cantor 
for  UK  Studies)  Is  its  title  and  it  has  coordinated  all  the  previous  efforts 
under  a  common  unihrella.lt  has  also  begun  to  produce  an  outstanding  journal  of 
depth  and  quality. UK  Information  Review  is  published  In  Italian,  of  course, but 
a  detailed  10  page  English  translation  summary  is  provided  with  each  issue. This 
ie  aueh  an  Invaluable  idea  for  non-Bn^ish  langua^  UK  journals  that  I  hope  it 
may  bo  repeated  elsewhere  (elthough  other  mourcos, especially  in  Scandinavia, have 
already  used  the  concept  well). The  development  of  ufology  as  a  truly  international 
medium  can  only  be  enhanced  by  such  moves. 

In  1986  CI3U  carried  out  a  major  computar/statistical  review  of  1977  oasea. 
2l7caaos  wore  grouped  into  etringeat  categories  according  to  a  system  adopted  by 
the  GuFAM  ecientlsts  in  Prance. An  eight-fold  identification  class  was  used  (from 
Inauffiolent  data  to  Identification  Impossible,  by  way  of  certain, probable  and 
possible  categories  and  su^catagories  for  small  and  large  bias  introduced  by 
factors  concerning  the  wltneaaes).In  this  way  tbe  eases  ooneidered  to  be  IK  were 
matched  against  those  regarded  ae  UK. In  fact  57  ^  rated  IK  and  25  UK. The 
most  prominent  IK  groups  being  (in  descending  order)  aircraft, astronomical  and 
(interestingly)  satelitt.  — trles.Hoaies  (at  7  per  cent  of  IK  cases)  seems 
hl^  in  comparison  wit.-  lost  her  countries. Broadly  the  study  compared  well  with 
the  earlier  one  by  temt'v  In  the  USA.Ho  si®iifi«o»t  UK/IK  differences  emerged, 
except  that  twice  at  jany  UK  reports  come  from  terrain  between  6OO  and  8OO  meirea 
above  sea  level. ..ie  bills  or  low  mountains. This  result  will  fascinate  students 
of  the  geophysical  theories  for  UK  origin. 

The  wave  of  entity  cases  began  in  February  but  focused  on  the  snmmcr  months. 

The  'Irplnia  Monster'  was  seen  aeveral  times  during  May  and  June  in  the  mountains 
around  Caae»ta,Avelllao  and  Potenza.lt  was  said  to  be  almost  2  metres  tall  with 
bright  eyea  and  largo  ears  and  covered  in  long  bair.The  bigfoot  like  creature 
tended  to  run  when  confronted  and  supposedly  left  evidence  in  the  form  of  both 
footprints  and  scorched  or  scratched  trees. Two  oases  la  June  reported  the  'thing' 
in  connection  with  bri^t  ll^ts  near  the  ground,provolcing  press  speculation  about 
the  'monster  from  space'. More  mundane  theories  Include  a  large  hydrophobia  dog, 
an  escaped  monkey  and.  a  boar. 
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However, thare  Is  also  talk  of  the  kind  of  qaes  psychosda  that  mi^t  generate 
spurious  reports, heoauae  slnilar  nonstere  were  later  repented  in  Siena  and  the 
area  around  Bologna.On  the  ni^t  of  U  JiUy.Juat  before  Laa, there  was  an  anony¬ 
mous  report  of  a  slating  in  an  irrigation  syateiii  where  a  "kind  of  kid  with  a 
large  hairless  head"  wag  seen. It  olaahered  into  a  'cheat'  whioh  lit  up  like  a 
match  and  shot  skyward.Thls  came  Just  84  hours  after, and  In  the  same  area  aa, 
many  people  in  Rudiano  had  watched  a  pale  white  'mist'  which  perfoiraod  some  odd 
manoueoers  in  the  8ky.I.ocal  police  arrived  and  saw  lt,beftoro  it  moved  off  in  the 
direction  of  Orzlnuovi.  Speculations  about  this  event  range  froa  the  quite  posalble 
laser  beam  renec+ions  off  low  cloud  bases  (cause  of  UTO  aoarea  in  Britain  of 
lata)  to  the  sli^tly  raore  esoterio  mass  of  'ionized  air'.

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He  have  some  useful  material  on  this  country  supplied  by  an  ei-patriot  who 
now  livoa  in  the  Usa.He  says  that  during  his  25  years  resident  In  MerLoo  City 
he  esperionoed  several  earthquakes. Most  were  nootumal. Whenever  he  had  the  chance 
ho  looked  at  the  elcy  during  the  tremor  and  "1  saw  the  li^ts  associated  with  it 
...this  was  always  a  normal  earthquake  phenomenon. ..(they)  look  as  if  they  wore 
some  remote  li^tning  taking  place. That  is, the  ll^ts  are  seen  to  cover  tho  whole 
sky  with  qo  partloular  poist  Blowing  greater  intensity.!  always  thou^t  that  the 
lights  were  caused  by  some  piston  effect  of  the  ground  over  tbs  atmosphere.” 

Tills  computer  scientist  was  also  witness  fo  a  mote  Intriguing  UFO  encounter  in 
the  same  eity.It  was  in  I966  at  about  •.9poi.He  was  with  friends  soanning  the  cloud- 
free  sky  fop  satellites  (in  those  days  an  astronomloal  novelty  still). The  range 
of  solentifio  conversation  had  gotten  round  to  UFOs,  in  a  fairly  sceptical 
manner,  when  "a  group  of  several  (l  saw  5)  venus-like  lights  orosaed  the  aky  at 
ni^  speed  la  a  southwest  to  northeast  direotlon....They  were  moving  at  constant 
speed  and  were  separated  ty  equal  dlstanoes" 

His  friends  »a  to  the  flat  roof  of  their  three-storey  building  for  a  bettor 
view  whilst  he  (and  he  admits  he  was  a  little  scaredi)  took  his  timo,rathor  in 
the  hope  they  ml^t  have  gonej  By  the  time  he  arrlvod  about  30  seconds  had  passed 
since  first  observation  hat  the  final  li^t  of  the  five  wae  still  visible, just 
going  out  of  si^t  towards  the  horizon. 

Investigation  of  the  matter  subsequently  revealed  some  interesting  thlngn. 
Others  had  seen  them. Indeed  the  radar  at  Mexico  City  airport  tracked  then. They 
were  lost  from  the  scopes  at  about  300  km  north  east  whilst  crossing  the  Sierra 
Hadre.  “ 

Our  corraspondaat  has  tried  quite  seriously  to  rationalise  this  erperlenoe.  He 
rejects  a  formation  of  meteors  on  quite  reasonablo  grounde  (the  duration, if  no¬ 
thing  else, la  eicosoivo) .Trignometrio  calculations  do  seem  to  ohow  him  that  tho 
objaote  were  moving  in  excess  of  tho  speed  of  sound.In  1966  Hejdoo  had  no  aircraft 
able  to  aohlevo  that  andjalthou^  not  offioially  admitted,  ho  had  personally  soon 
DSAP  jots  doing  so.

UK)  research  in  this  country  began  late, whan  In  July  1978  the  first  group 
(named  the  'Space  Contacts  Club')  was  created. This  reflects  the  popular  myth 
of  UFO  origin  which  had  dominated  early  media  stories. However, serious  UFO  work 
was  begun  by  Janus*  Marczak  who  foiuied  the  7arsovian  UPO  Research  Society  on 
the  34th  anniversary  of  the  Kenneth  Arnold  sitting  in  198l.Tha  first  OK)  pub¬ 
lication  ('Peripheral  Tlsiona' )  vas  the  product  of  a  sub-group  of  a  science  - 
fiction  club,  although  in  early  1983  Bronislaw  Bzepecld.  split  the  UPO  section 
away  to  create  the  Craeovian  Club  of  UFO  Research  and  Popularisation, 

1933  turned  out  to  to  a  crucial  year, because  the  various  exiatant  groups 
cane  together  and  set  up  new  teams  in  major  cities  without  investigators, Then, 
for  three  days  in  Sfipteoter,3  congress  was  staged  in  Cracow, This  has  bocemie  an 
annual  event, 

Dro  research  is  much  more  informal  these  days, but  it  la  still  plagued  by  some 
very  familiar  probleme. People  who  call  themselves  ufologists, get  media  publicity 
and  yet  speak  with  absolutely  no  authority, knowledge  or  credibility  on  the  topic. 

The  researchers  who  have  taken  UFOs  seriously  have  probed  into  historical 
cases  reported  in  Poland, from  as  far  back  as  the  l6th  century.Tlie  first  photo 
(taken  by  a  Dr  Kowalosewski  at  Mussyna  in  December  19^)  shows  a  typical  disc 
with  no  detail.  A  rumour  promulgated  by  British  journalist  Arthur  Shutlewood  (in 
his  book  'The  Flying  Saucerers' )  has  also  been  investigated. He  described  an  all¬ 
eged  UFO  crash  in  1939  in  (bynla  where  an  injured  humanoid  bad  been  captured, 
taken  to  hospital  and  supposedly  died.But  the  Polish  researchers  were  unable  to 
establish  any  truth  in  this. 

In  the  first  yoare  of  aetive  field  investigation  there  have  been  a  nmter  of 
good  case  evaluations. One  oonoems  a  olose  encounter  of  the  Ncccnd  (or  fourth) 
kind, which  shows  that  Poland  follows  the  same  trend 
Bs  the  reat  of  the  world.lt  occurred  on  the  night 
of  22  May  1979  in  a  park  at  Pla8tow,near  to  Harsaw 
The  man  involved  first  reported  a  strange  and  total 
silence  around  him.Thle  *0*  Factor'  state  has  long 
been  recognised  as  suggestive  of  a  change  in  state 
Of  consciousness  bF  ihe  percipient. But  it  would  not 

he  widely  toown  in  Poland. After  this  effect  he  saw  two  yellowish  beams  that 
came  from  the  base  of  a  dark, three  metre  wide  object  shaped  like  a  hookey  puck. 

In  a  eort  of  trance  he  walked  towards  the  'craft'  and  noticed  that  strange, green 
geometrloal  symbols  kept  appearing  and  reappearing  on  the  side. On  top  was  a 
curious  red  glyph  shaped  like  an  'U'.Then  the  objeot  shone  with  a  blue/white  glow 
and  the  witness  felt  his  face  burning, as  if  by  some  invisible  radiation. He 
tumed  and  fled,  but  the  next  morning  woke  with  a  heavy  sensation  pressing  onto 
hie  head.  Subsequently  eorea  appeared  over  his  face,  which  are  common  symptoms  of 
mild  radiation  siolmeBs. 

This  ease  aeema  to  to  extreme,  but  is  in  fact  remarkably  consistant  with 
reports  from  all  oves  the  world  conoemlng  radiation  emissions  ty  UFOs. It  is  the 
sort  of  evidence  which  persuades  DFO  investigators  that,  whatever  the  solution 
to  the  Uro  mystery,  there  ^  a  real  mystery  to  to  resolved.

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It  appears  to  have  teen  a  quiet  year  in  Norway  and  SwedenjWith  little  news 
from  the  Hegedalen  Valley, where  UPOa  (or  UAP)  are  ao  rife. This  largely  aeona 
to  have  been  due  to  lack  of  funds, which  in  turn  has  neceasitated  the  reduotion 
in  research  at  thia  remote  and  often  snowbound  region. 

However, information  of  gome  interest  did  emorse  during  the  year  about  one 
of  the  very  few  Swedish  CE  4  (or  abduction)  caaeg.lt  ie  w>rth  looking  at  thia 
so  it  may  ho  compared  and  contrasted  with  better  known  examples  from  the  USA 
and  Britain. 

Just  after  midnight  on  23  March  1974  »  man, named  Earald  (pseudonym) , came  out 
of  hig  hougo  at  Markim  for  some  air.But  some  'urge*  took  hold  of  him  and  he 
began  tp  stroll  away  on  an  unfamiliar  road. After  a  few  moments  a  blinding  light 
appeared  and  Harald  was  forced  to  throw  Mmgdlf  Onto  the  ground  to  escape  the

Lindgren  Immediately  recognised  from  other  cases 
that  this  might  bo  an  esunple  of  a  missing  time  CE  4  nnd 
arranged  for  hypnosis  to  be  carried  out  by  a  noted 
hypn^herapist.Dr  T^ure  Arvidsson  from  Danderyd  Hospital. 


IXiring  April  and  Hay  1974  hypnosis  aessiong  were  conducted, regresnlng  tho  man 
to  the  time  of  the  eiperienoe.They  were  tape  reeorded.Kere  are  some  extracts  from 
what  Harald  claimed."!  am  cooing  to  tho  crossroads.. .I'm  being  forced  to  the 
rl^t...It'9  dark  and  clear  and  cold. ..Ho]  Hoi  ...Ll^tl  Light!  •••  I'm  blinded. 
There  is  no  light  such  as  thls.I  oannot  describe  it... I  throw  myself  into  the 
snow.I  no  lifted  straigiit  up.. .trying  4o  free  oyself...!  cannot...!  am  stuck." 


Harald  alleges  that  he  never  hit  the  grovnd.A  beam  ef  ll^t  sucked  him  up  into 
whatever  lay  behind  the  brilliant  glow. Daring  this  part  of  the  hypnosis  sossion 
ho  was  in  a  severely  emotional  state,  kicking, screaming  and  orying.The  doctor  had 
to  hold  him  down  suoh  wee  his  obvious  and  sincere  distress. 


This  fear  was  generated  because  of  his  memory  of  being  inside  a  room  with  tall 
figures  with  tanned  comple:^ons  but  no  visible  ears  or  haAr.A  shimmering  light 
was  around  them  and  they  seemed  to  tslk  to  each  other  almost  in  a  sing-song.Ono  of 
the  beings  cane  towards  Harald  with  a  device  which  it  tried  to  touch  to  his  skin. 
Thia  is  where  Harald  olairas  ho  was  hurt."l  defended  myself.Thoy  were  going  to 
pierce  roe. ..They  put  an  instrument.. .I’m  not  allowed  to  (describe  it)."  When  asked 
if  he  had  been  threatened  he  denied  this,  but  several  times  repeated  his  inability 
to  describe  the  equipment  used  and  reacted  as  if  a  sort  of  psychio  block  had  been 
put  into  his  mind. 

Apparently  tho  entity  did  succeed  in  pressing  the  object  to  Harald*  e  skin  and  it 
caused  great  pain.  Bit  memory  then  faded  in  and  out. However,  he  does  recall  that 
Just  before  recovering  awareness  on  his  doorstep  the  creatures  told  him  that  they 
would  see  him  again. 

The  doctor  wag  totally  baffled. Ho  felt  it  was  tho  truth.Bowadays  researchers 
familiar  with  such  cages  will  recognise  that  all  its  essentials  figure  in  nearly 
all  global  abrtuotions  with  alarming  regularity.  (Soe, for  instanco , 'Higalng  Time'  , 
Morek,hy  &idd  Hopkins, for  US  eases  and  'Pennine  UFO  Mystery' ,  (kufton, by  Jenny 
Randles, for  UK  casss)

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There  remain  many  local  and  regional  groupa  in  Britain, as  indeed  in  every 
country.  Standards  vary  widely, from  the  space  buff  fanatiog  to  the  small  teams 
of  investigators.  Several  were  agrieved  at  not  being  mentioned  last  tine  around 
or  not  being  listed  in  the  addresses. However, this  is  not  meant  to  be  a  full 
list  of  even  the  competent  groups. To  be  mentioned  something  has  to  be  achieved, 
and  if  I  am  not  told  about  It  it  cannot  be  mentionedl  Only  groups  or  magazines 
sited  in  the  text  will  be  listed  on  the  bach  page.Thosoare  the  criteria  which  it 
is  intended  to  adopt  each  year. So  if  you  are  not  there  -  don't  blame  reel 


Two  of  the  groups  in  the  most  active  part  of  Britain  for  UFO  sightings  (the 
Pennine  hills  and  moors  of  Torioshire)  were  locked  in  battle  over  a  set  of  I981 
photographs  by  an  off  duty  policeman. This  dominated  the  year  and  I  am  not  about 
to  repeat  the  Cracoe  controversy  here. Both  lUFOS  (Torkshire  UFO  fooiety), whose 
oaee  It  was, and  WTUFORO  (West  Torkshire  OPO  Research  (^oup),  who  found  what  they 
believe  to  be  the  rational  answer  to  the  pictures  (light  roClections) ,  have  put 
their  views  throu^  their  Journals  Quest  and  UPO  Brlgantia.Any  indojiendent  ob- 
servor  can  decide  from  this  (or  the  external  views  expressed  in  sources  such  as 
HJE'O’EA  Bjlletin  and  MBgonia).In  the  main, the  debate  shows  one  thing  clearly.UFO 
investigators  care  about  the  truth.lt  would  have  been  very  easy  bo  allow  the 
'unexplained*  label  to  stick  with  these  dayli^t  pictures. 

But  that  would  have  been  defeatist. UPO  research  Is  about 
the  quest  for  answers. Serious  investigators  know  that  in 
all  but  a  tiny  minority  of  cases  a  mundane  solution  does 
exist. If  it  is  possible  to  find  one  that  seems  to  work  , 
even  in  a  ease  that  has  photographic  support  and  has  lead 
to  much  media  attention, then  it  la  our  duty  to  point  that 
possibdlity  out. Then  It  can  be  discussed  cooly  and  with  a 
reodicura  of  diplomacy. If  it  were  left  for  the  debunkera  to 
find  the  answers, then  they  would  surely  make  much  capital  out  of  our  collective 
failure. Ufology' 8  capacity  to  vet  its  own  data  is  ono  <f  its  greatest  strengths. 


This  was  illuetrated  during  I986  when  the  Sunday  Mirror, a  rather  notorious 
tabloid  newspaper, carried  the  2  March  headline  "Charles  in  UFO  Riddle". This  ref- 
erod  to  Prince  Charles, heir  to  the  throne, and  implied  that  on  23  February, at 
7»30  pm  (JlT,he  had  encountered  a  UFO  whilst  flying  over  the  Irish  Sea  in  a  VC-10 
Jet  returning  from  Balias, Texas. The  UFO  was  described  as  a  red  flash  with  a  tail 
that  was  visible  for  only  a  moment. Msst  alert  UFO  investigators  would  spot  the 
answer  Immediately.However, editor  of  FSR,  &rdon  Crei^ton,and  leading  UFO  author 
Tim  Qeodiwere  both  quoted  as  being  unable  to  ei^lain  it, speculating  about  aliens 
and  their  interest  in  a  Royal  flight. They  do, however, say  that  they  were  seriously 
misquoted. 


Konetholess,it  was  a  very  simple  task  for  EUFORA  investigators  to  ascertain 
the  truth. Belfast  coordinator  of  investigations, t4iles  Johnston, had  even  seen  the 
thing.Ee  reported  it  to  Amagh  Observatory  (along  with  hundreds  of  others  over  a 
large  oart  of  Britain)  as  the  debris  fnm  space  (ie  a  meteor)  it  clearly  eas.As 
BUFORAa  Director  of  Investigations  I  was  also  rapidly  able  to  talk  to  the  firebmll 
soctlon  of  the  British  Astronomical  Association  and  Dr  Ann  Cohen, astronomer  at  the 
Jodroll  Bank  Radio  Telescope,  and  confirm  this  diagnosis. The  newspaper  presumably 
did  none  of  this, but  claimed  that  the  astronomical  community  was ‘baffled’ -  a 
oomplote  fabrication. 

In  any  event  Prince  Charles  was  asleep  during  the  crucial  few  Instants  and  saw 
nothing. Jt  is  illustrative  of  the  difficulties  that  UPO  research  faces  when  it  has 
to  waste  time  on  stories  like  this  because  the  media  wishes  to  Invent  myths. The 
true  headline  should  have  raad  "Charles  falls  asleep  and  misses  bri^t  meteor". 

B>it  tliatjOf  course, would  not  bo  news! 
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*s  if  this  was  not  enou^, another  silly  season  story  hit  the  media  in  July 
when  Chris  Allan  published  the  fruits  of  several  years  work  uncovering  the  real 
author  of  a  book  "Plying  Saucers  Prom  Bars". 'Phis  1954  'gem’  had  sold  quite  a 
few  copies, but  nobody  had  ever  been  able  to  interview  author  'Cedric  Allin^aajn' 
about  his  Scottish  encounterj  because  he  had  been  taken  ill  soon  after  publication, 
then  (according  to  his  publishers)  gone  abrsad  to  convalesce  and  sadly  died.Tet 
rumours  had  been  rife  that  the  real  culprit  was  then  a  young, up  and  coming  amateur 
nstr'inomer, later  noted  for  his  TV  celebrity  status  and  his  anti-UPO  hysteria. 

Tliis  man, eccentric  presenter  of  the  world  famous  "Sky  at  Hi^t"  programmes, the 
gregarious  Patrick  Moore, was  suspioiourly  linked  with  the  saga  for  several  key 
reasons  and  Chris  Allan  played  deteotivo  (with  a  little  help  from  Steuart  Campbell) 
to  unmask  him. He  appears  to  have  had  a  <e-ou(W,bat  his  role  in  this  'Joke'  was 
(l  discovered)  an  open  secret. Bis  great  buddy, oonediaa  Hicbael  Bentine, chuckled 
about  it  to  me  (and  hinted  it  wasn't  the  only  ^Mudoe/wibook  Patrick  had  been  involved 
with!)  Astronomer  Ann  Cohen  knew  all  about  it. And  yet, to  this  day  and  despite 
Allan's  public  unfrocking, the  boggie-eyed  UPO  sceptic  still  refuses  to  admit 
responsibility. 

There  are  not  too  many  (known)  hoajces  in  the  form  of  UFO  books. That  such  a 
well  loiown  personality  and  debunker  scemstobe  behind  one  which  has  stood  for  thr'''' 
decades  is  fascinating.  But  again  it  is  worth  noting  how  it  was  tenacious  hard 
work  on  the  part  of  ufologists  that  found  him  out. So, in  a  sense, it  was  ai»sther 
demonstration  of  the  oblectivity  which  true  investigators  sre  rarely  given  the 
publio  credit  for. . .thanks, in  no  soall  measure,to  the  excesses  of  others! 

UPO  research  in  I9O6  did  happen, of  course. It  was  not  all  about  none-evonts. 
Hilary  Efvans  established  his  'Bsllde'  oichango.A  aiiall  band  of  dedicated  ufologists 
interested  in  'bells  of  li^t'  UFOs  (or  UAP).Hot  'spaceships'  or  abduction  cases 
-  but  'horlng’and  plain  ordinary  sightings  that  almost  certainly  will  one  day  havo 
natural  solentlfie  explanations. Hilary  collects  subaissions, research, photocopies 
and  d  +a  from  the  twenty  or  so  participants, bundles  them  together  and  ships  them 
off  tu  everyone. In  this  way  one  simple  thing  is  achieved  -  information  exchange. 
That  Is  the  forerunner  of  all  progress, and  it  is  hoped  that  this  oLever  scheme 
might  bo  expanded  into  other  sub  categories  of  UFO  research. 

The  Anonnosia  project  published  its  first  results  Id  1988  toe. This  has  come 
Under  fire  in  certain  quaters, where  it  is  seen  as  attempting  to  psycheanalyee  the 
UPO  mystery  out  of  ejastence.In  fact  it  is  a  detailed  study  of  witnesses  using 
standard  psyohologioal/sociological  tests  and  comparing  the  results. Dr  Alex  Keul 
initiated  the  project  in  Austria, but  HJFORA, under  the  coordination  of  Ken  Philllpn, 
has  participated  also. 

The  preliminary  analysis  of  21  Austrian  and  26  British  witnesses  had  some 
interesting  results. Por  example, UFO  witnesses  in  Britain  were  significantly  more 
likely  to  have  had  E9’  experiences  than  the  general  population  (according  to 
eomparotivo  figures  provided  by  a  1981  Bristol  University  study  of  Br  Sue  HLactonor^ 
Hitn"33ea  to  close  encounters  had  twice  the  probability  of  ESP  phenomena, mostly 
pro-«:dstent  when  the  UFO  event  oocurrod.All  but  one  witness  had  repetitive  Ba" 
phenomena  to  record. This  is  no  surprise  to  many  rosearcbera>wbo  have  suggested  that 
UFO  close  encounters  may  be  a  form  of  -  a  consciousnasa  event. But  it  is  the 
first  hard  evidence  for  that  view. 

On  the  other  hand  one  psychological  hypothesis  was  negated  by  the  Rorschach 
(inkblot)  tostlng.lt  was  predicted  that  UFD  witnesssa  would  'read'  more  UFO  images 
into  the  blots  than  noi*-witnesses.In  fact  this  did  not  occur  and  the  difference 
was  not  eignificant. Bit  even  negative  results  from  anamnesis  testing  are  useful. 

The  project  will  be  refined  in  the  light  of  these  preliminary  fesulta  and  BUPORA 
has  reinforced  its  ra.andato  to  continue  the  oiperimont.Any  information  about  the 
Poyohological  profile  of  UFO  witnesses  rauot  be  valuable. 
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of  continued  its  work  trying  to  find  an  answer  to  the  riddle 

of  the  corn-field  circles.  Every  summer  period  since  1981  a  number  of  fields 
in  southern  S'^and  (mostly  Hampshire  and  Wiltshire)  have  produced  sin^e  or 
ul  ip^  circles. They  have  appeared  ruddenly, always  between  May  and  August, 
and  noto^  has  seen  what  caused  them. From  19S3,when  the  naticnal  media  act  hold 
of  the  story  (and  before  long  the  international  media),there  have  been  regular 

press  and  TV  fables  about  giant  UFO  landing  marks.  regular 

involved.Also  other  less  cautious  groups  were 
Using  the  publicity  to  promote  their  own  beliefs, so  there  was  a  degree  of 
responslbility.ri-ora  work  done  as  far  back  as  1981, by  njPORA  investigator  Ian 
iirzyglod  and  his  west  country  group  PBOBE.and  the  scientific  studies  of  the 
meteorologist  Dr  Terence  Meaden.it  was  quite  clear  to  the  BUFORl  investigation 
te^  that  UFOs  had  absolutely  HOTHniO  to  do  with  these  rings. The  answer  almost 
certainly  lay  In  hoaxes, a  new  type  of  fairweather  whirlwind  or  a  combination  of 
the  two. 


arrival  of  yet  more  rings  and  media  ponpore  in  summer  1986 
BUTORA  prepared  itself.l  produced  a  survey  of  the  historical  patterns  and 
summarised  Dr  Meaden's  work.Investi^tlons  coordinator  Paul  Puller,  a  etatistician 
from  the  area  where  the  majority  of  circles  appeared, described  in  depth  the 
norpholOCT  and  nature  of  the  rings. The  oumoiulatlve  publication  "Mystery  of  the 
Circles"  was  readied  for  publication.Ae  soon  as  the  publicity  began  again  o 
plan  to  hold  a  public  debate  within  days  and  to  blanket  cover  the  media  with  the 
truth  was  aclwetad.wlth  the  help  of  Hike  Wootten.Tbe  two  weeks  around  the  arrival 
of  the  circles  in  June  was  organised  IDco  a  military  campaign  but  was  eminently 
satisfying  for  EUPOR*  ae  it  resulted  in  serious  publicity  in  major  newspapers, 
such  as  the  'Telegraph'  and  '  ttiardian',and  national  radio  and  TV  features.  All  of 
this  want  soma  way  towards  defusing  tho  silly  UPO  stories  constantly  linked  with 
the  circlee  and  shows  that, with  hard  work  and  forethought, genuine  ufology  can 
triwoph. 

During  the  winter  of  1986-1987  (the  circles  "off  seseon")  Paul  Puller  and  Dr 
Hoaden  conducted  a  major  survey  of  cereal  fajws  in  the  area. This  work  was  funded 
jointly  by  a  meteorological  research  foundation  and  BUPORA  -  possibly  one  of  the 
first  such  ventures  in  UPO  history.It  was  amply  rewardsd  with  important  new  data 
that  will  be  in  the  soientlfio  press  in  I987  and  added  as  an  appendix  to  the 
reprinted  edition  of  "Mystery  of  the  circles"  from  BJPOEA.

In  Hovember  Jerome  Claik, editor  of 
International  UFtj  Reporter  aaid,"much  is  happening  on  the  American  UPO  scene  and 
there  Is  great  optimism."  Largely  due  to  mould-breaking  UBD  books  --lien  in  tho 
preparatory  stages  they  had  lead  to  Dr  David  Jacobs, the  historical  scholar  of  UPO 
Dtudiea, saying  that  In  his  view  "the  tern  'ufoloey'  or  'UFO  research'  is  rapidl- 
becoming  a  misnomer. Uhat  we  are  involved  in  now  is  'extraterreotrial  stxidies'." 

This  dramatic  change  in  outlook, which  reflects  the  mood  of  OS  research, is  due 
to  two  things. Parstly,  the  ever  increasing  output  of  released  government  papers 
via  tho  Freedom  of  lafonnution  Aot. These  have  emerged  from  30  many  sources  now  it 
aeerap  that  almost  every  Intelligence  body  has  been  Unto'  UPOs.Qulte  a  state  of 
affairs  for  a  non-existant  raythi 
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Publication  of  these  dooimentg  (from  •  gtlandard'  sources  like  the  (!Ifc  and  PEI, 
through  to  more  recent  revelations  about  the  Defenoe  Intelligence  Agency  etc)  has 
oome  fro™  raany  people. Rit  primary  amongst  them  Is  K-ll  Moore, the  man  who  has  ^most 
single-handedly  proven  that  there  was  a  oraeh  of  an  unknown  object  near  Hogwoll, 

Hew  Herico.in  Jjily  1947. The  ramifications  of  that  are  alone  quite  awesome.  S©  has 
a  regular  bulletin  that  reports  on  the  latest  progeess.It  ia  called  Pocua. 

Ray  Ibeohe  of  HUK)H  has  also  continued  to  produce  reams  of  doouraente  at  very 
inorponalve  prices  via  his  Tbrtean  Research  Centre'  -  although  during  1987  he  has 
hoen  forced  to  basktrack  a  little  because  he  was  concentrating  so  much  on  UFO 
Papers  at  thd  erpenae  of  other  subjects  of  interest  to  hie  readership. 

The  reason  why  these  efforts  deserve  applause  la  the  scandalous  way  in  which  the 
Freedom  of  Infoimatlon  Act  is  abused  by  the  authorities. This  da  not  only  to  deny 
files  on  often  spurious  grpunds.lt  also  involves  excessive  charges  if  you  request 
searches  and  copies  of  what  is  fouad.Thanks  to  people  like  Kll  Moore  and  Ray  toeoht 
the  truth  of  what  the  authorities  RBWiT  know  has  gradually  emerged. 

The  other  oruoial  factor  in  American  attitude  development  hasheen  the  work  on 
abduction  oases, raasteimlnded  especially  by  artist  Budd  Hopkins. Ris  careful  and 
quite  brilliant  investigations, with  psyoholo^ste  and  psychiatrists, has  made  many 
who  were  once  critical  of  the  'alien'  hypntheais  now  question  whether  their  grounds 
for  scepticism  were  valid.  A  new  surge  of  belief  that  all  tWa  ‘gnoke  must  mean  some 
fire’  has  swept  through  pnce  cautious  thinkers  and  the  ETH  (ertra-terrestrlal 
hypothesis)  is  now  firmly  ahead  in  the  theory  stakes. Indeed  what  was  once  seen  as 
fasminatlng, avant-garde  ahd  exciting  new  thinking  from  French  and  British  psyobo- 
sooiol  theorisersjis  widely  held  to  he  misguided  nonsense  by  many  Americans  in  the 
second  half  of  the  eighties. The  aliens, well  and  truly, have  returned. 

AFRO  went  throu^  a  trawaatio  time  wtih  the  tragic  loss  of  Jin  LoT«n*on,ono  of 
the  founders  of  world  ufology.This  origin xl  in  imerioan  research  groups  naturally 
faltered  at  his  loss  and  many  people  wish  his  widow  Coral  well  for  the  futurc.lt 
ia  hoped  that  the  Aerial  Phenomena  Research  Or^knisation  will  regrow. 

I  was  accused  of  dwelling  too  much  on  the  death  of  Dr  J. Allen  Hynak  in  the  last 
UFO  World. If  this  gave  offSnee  I  apologise. Bit  his  death  was  a  major  event  and  loss 
to  every  serious  ufologist  in  the  world.I  do  not  see  how  its  emphasis  could  have 
boon  exaggerated.Luekily.CUPOS  (Center  for  UFO  Studies)  survived. All^n  s  iH"*” 
had  been  quite  long  and  CUFOS  appreciated  uffiot  its  serioue  nature. This  allowed  for 
future  planning, in  which  Allen  himself  was  involved. Jerwee  Clark  had  already  re¬ 
shaped  the  flagship  publlostlon  lUR  (International  UFO  Reporter).Hew  soientifio 
blood  was  transfused  into  the  research  and  steering  committee. The  result  is  that 
the  now  officially  named ‘J. Allen  Rynek  Center  for  UFO  Studies  is  as  vital  a  force 
as  It  has  aver  bssrijwell  prepared  to  face  the  cz*uoial  next  few  years* 

HUFOH, meanwhile, has  continued  to  gain  respect  for  its  investigational  abilities 
and  produoBsn  monthly  Journal  more  regular  and  of  eonslstant  quality  than  my. other 
major  UFO  body  ia  the  uorld.Hith  friendly  cooperation  between  HUFOH  and  CUFOS  thow 
Pleasant  to  sect)  America  is  certainly  set  fair  to  handle  any  serious  UPO  flap. 

The  annual  KUFOH  conferenee  in  1986  was  a  big  success  with  some  key  papers. For 
the  1907  event  it  set  up  a  year-long  planning  strategy  which  involved  PUFOR  (F\ind 
for  UFO  Research),  headed  ^  Dr  Bruce  Maocabee  and  Dr  Richard  Hall. They  worked  like 
beavors  to  raise  huge  suns  so  that  major  UFO  researchers  from  literally  all  over 
the  world  could  fly  to  Washington  DC  in  June  1987  for  what  was  planned  as  the 
Ultimate  conference  to  demonstrate  the  global  nature  and  importance  of  the  UFO. 

FUFOR,an  organisation  with  a  real  differenes,  is  not  a  group  but  a  FUBD.Any 
serious  UFO  investigator  or  research  group  from  anywhere  in  the  world  can  apply 
for  grant  aid  towards  an  outline  project.ln  this  way  exciting, trailblaxing  renfiarcb 
Is  being  funded  and  the  debt  owed  to  Dr  Maooabee  and  his  colleagues  for  this 
superb  initiative  can  not  bo  too  widely  praised.

Compared lith  42  casee  in  1985 
ij  have  been  added  for  1986., •.  total  between  two  and  three  times  that  amount  would 
rivo  a  reasonable  portrait  of  tlTO  sittings  around  Britain  during  the  year. For 
I  country  with  56  million  inhahitantg  it  is  interesting  to  contrast  that  with  the 
■  raviously  recorded  Australian  total. 


However, what  theee  figures  do  show  is  that  UFOs  mirfit  seem  almost  absent  to 
the  casual  observer  -  but  they  are  still  there  somewhere.Bven  in  places  where  the 
lotivlty  genuinely  is  far  short  of  the  waves  of  the  lata  seventies,  si Atinga 
happen  at  least  at  the  rate  of  two  or  three  a  week. 

Of  course, a  great  proportion  of  a  UPO  investigators  time  is  spent  with  old 
-asos.It  is  difficult, without  money, to  have  an  hstant  access  reporting  system. In 
now  of  this  sightings  nay  often  bo  months  or  years  out  of  date  when  the  witness 
ilnally  tracks  down  a  souroe  to  report  them  to. This  provides  many  (sometimes

The  object  was  described  as  about  100  ft  in  diameter  with  a  red  li^t  on  top 
>nd  mass  of  rotating  bright  lights  below.Ibur  metalllo  'skid  plates'  were  on  the 
=aae, which  seemed  to  retract  into  the  body  as  the  object  departed.As  it  did  so 
;he  power  returned  to  the  vehicle, although  the  radio  was  reported  to  continue 
itnltting  static  until  the  object  had  disappeared  into  the  distance. 

This  is  the  sort  of  case  which  UFO  researchers  enjoy, because  it  has  bard  data 
jssooiated.lt  is  of  such  a  consistant  type  that  it  becomes  Inoreasin^y  diffuoult 
or  scientists  to  deny  the  advanta^  to  themselves  of  UPO  xeports.What  energy 
:auses  these  physical  processes?  Clearly  something  other  than  an  hallucination.

This  major  case  created  news  stories  all  over  the  world-  It  began  late  on  the 
evening  when  the  head  of  the  state  oil  corporation, Ozires  Silva, was  landing  Ids 
Xingu  plaiu  at  an  air  force  base  in  Sao  Jose  doo  'Jompos. Detecting  three  coloured 
lights  ahead  of  him, and  recording  then  afao  on  his  airborne  radar, he  informed  the 
Defence  Centre , abandoned  his  landing  and  set  off  to  chase  the  'ping-pong  halls'. 

The  Defence  centre  already  knew  about  the  objeota, since  they  were  recording 
strange  targets  over  three  cities  on  the  east  central  coast  of  Etazil  (sao  Paulo 
and  nio  de  Janeiro  were  also  Involved). Air  Fbreo  Minister  Octavio  Lina  later 
Justified  the  scrambling  of  three  F-5E  Jets  on  the  basis  that  the  uncorrclated 
blips  were  "interfering  with  air  traffic".  The  Jet  pilots  saw  green, rod  and  white 
ligiits  and  they  were  tracked  on  radar  as  solid  targets  moving  up  to  990  mph.The 
pilotscame  within  ^  miles  of  one  light. One  was  actually  surrounded  by  13  of  the 
li^tg  and  instead  of  him  pursuing  them  the  roles  were  reversed!  After  half  an 
hour, now  over  the  coast  hy  Sac  Paulo, the  filters  had  to  return  to  base  low  onfvol. 
So  three  Mirage  supersonic  Jets  were- sent  up  armed  with  sidewinder  mlssUos. They 
picked  up  radar  targets  but  wore  unable  to  see  anything  visual-Tho  radar  targets 
then  vanished  too. One  Mirage  did  allegedly  have  a  brief  visual  contact. 

There  was  both  a  remarkable  officii  franJmoss  about  tho  case  and  total  puzzle 
-ment.The  Defence  Centre's  head  of  operations, Major  Ceitiulera  said, "In  the  six 
years  I  have  worked  (here)  I  have  never  seen  anything  similar."  Tho  pil  barren 
said  of  his  observations  that  "it  wasn't  like  any  of  the  classical  flying  saucers 
seen  in  the  movies". 25  yea*  old  Lt.Harinho ,one  of  the  throe  pilots  of  the  P-5Ss, 
said, of  the  first  lighb  he  saw, "It  was  not  a  star. It  couldn't  have  been  another 
planc.lt  couldn't  be  anything  we  now  have." 

In  an  unprecedented  move  the  Brazilian  president  decided  to  allow  tho  sevon 
military  pilots  involved  (the  petrolein  boss, Silva, was  also  a  Colonel)  to  give  a 
free  press  conference. They  each  recounted  what  they  had  seen  and  the  military 
authorities  answered  questions  to  the  best  of  tbeir  abdll ties. "Technically  there  is 
no  explanation,"  the  Air  Force  Hlnleter  Lisa  told  the  vonferonce, promising  (but 
a  year  later  not  yet  having  fulfilled  this  promise)  that  "we  sballobtain  all  the 
reports, and  have  not  the  slightest  intention  of  hiding  anything." 

Attempts  at  explanations  began  with  3tar8,neteor8, something  connected  with 
Halley's  comet  and  other  improbable  answers. The  military  authorities  made  guesses 
about  "eloctronio  warfare"  and  HASA  astronaut, Dr  Story  Husgrave, became  ensnared. 

Hg  chanced  to  be  in  Brajd.1  at  the  time  and  said, "UFOs  nre  like  witches. I  don't 
tolieve  In  them  but  they  exist  for  sure." 

Here  recent  speculation  has  focused  on  earthligjits  possibilities. Bowever, there 
ore  very  obvious  similarities  hero  with  the  famous  1952  Vashington  DC  radar/visual 
encounters  (officially  put  down  to  temperature  mirage  offecte)  and  the  movie  film 
encounters  involving  an  Australian  T7  crew  in  1978  over  Iaikoura,Hew  Zealand, then 
linked  with  tha  same  natural  phenomena  but  ultimately  shown  to  bo  quite  unknown.

It  was  as  if  a  sudden  reduction 
in  gravity  had  sucked  it  up  for  a  few  iiiOBien*u,only  to  release  its  grip  as  they 
passed  from  underneath  the  triangle. The  car  hit  the  ground  with  a  sensation  that 
mads  the  occupants  feel  as  if  they  were  in  a  lift  rushing  downwards. They  finally 
were  able  to  watch  the  UFD  move  away  towards  the  mountains. They  immediately  went 
to  report  the  incident  to  the  local  police,  but  suffered  physical  after  effects 
in  the  form  of  severe  headaches. These  lasted  several  days. Other  local  inhabitants 
made  sighting  reports  to  the  police  on  that  same  nigjitibut  these  only  described 
peculiar  lights. There  is  some  reason  to  suspect  that  this  case  might  be  a  possible 
CE  4>  because  the  'floating*  sensation  is  quite  often  reported  in  that  regard.

Undoubtedly  considered  TIE  case  of  1906  in  some  quarters  (particularly  if  you 
Judge  solely  on  the  baaie  of  global  media  coverage)  this  was  yet  another  mid-air 
encounter, which  illustrates  the  remarkable  growth  in  this  kind  of  slitting  in  tho 
past  few  years. 

Even  reputable  Americin  sources  such  as  'Newsweek'  magazine  and  staid  British 
establishment  press  from  places  like  'The  Times'  carried  almost  unheard  of  serious 
reports  extolling  the  virtues  of  this  UTO  sightlng.Bit  even  more  incredible  tlian 
this  was  the  decision  by  the  Federal  Aviation  Administration  to  coma  clean^talk 
openly  and  three  months  later  publish  a  full  report  (all  be  it  for  B200)  that  was 
on  sale  to  any  ufologiet  who  wished  to  have  It.Thls  should  be  the  way  ahead  in 
UFO  research  and  if  it  reflects  what  may  happen  in  future  there  is  cause  for  great 
optimisn  that  we  might  make  real  progress. 

According  to  the  Newsweek  story  ("Strange  encounter  over  Alaska")  Japan  Air 
Lines  Plight  JAL  1620  (a  oargo  Basing  747  with  47  year  old  Captain  Kcnjyu  Terauclii 
at  the  controls)  was  flying  from  Iceland  to  Anchorage, Alaska, over  wasteland  near 
Fort  Tukon. The  captain  and  twj  crew  observed  flasliing  lights  moving  alongside  as 
they  cruised  at  35,000  feet, There  ijere  three, in  foitBation,and  coloured  yellow, 
amber  and  green. Receiving  radio  peimiasion  to  descend  to  31,000  feet  Captain  Tera 
-uchi  was  forced  to  explain  that  the  'thing*  was  descending  in  forwatlon  with  thorn 
and  was  "very  big. ..one/two  times  bigger  than  an  aircraft  carrier."

rnUltary  Hercules  and  United  Airlines  flight  69)  were  vectored  onto  the  JAl  and 
Oro. Neither  saw  the  UFO. 

Captain  Robert  Morris  of  the  Alaska  military  eoraoiand  confirmed  the  brief  radar 
track  at  Elraendorf  but  said  it  was  suggestive  of  "random  clutter  or  weather  inter 
-ference". Obviously  this  question  of  whether  the  case  truly  was  a  radar-visual  was 
crucial  to  its  status. Halt  Andrus  of  MUPOH  sought  to  ensure  this  by  talking  to 
Paul  Steucke.the  PAa  spokesman  most  familiar  with  the  saga. "It  is  not  concrete  hy 
any  stretch  of  the  Ina^natlon"  he  eaid-Hhllet  he  accepted  the  elnoeiity  of  the 
air  crew  testimony  he  pointed  out  that  both  the  civil  and  military  radar  were  ftom 
the  ,qame  base  eleotronlos.The  computer  data  had  been  regenerated  but  no  UPO  had 
shown  up.  "The  primary  target, which  would  be  that  of  the  JAL, was  very  obvious  and 
distinct.!  secondary  blip, which  was  very  Intermittent  and  weak, appeared  in  pattern 
every  so  often."

This  is  normally  only  able  to  pick  up  very 
large  weather  systoms.Thert?  he  consideration  of  the  possibility  that  'northern 
lights'  or  'aurora'  effects  ware  involved  (ie  changed  Rowing  atmospheric  particles 
prevalent  in  northern  ollraes).Dit  it  does  seem  very  likely  that  this  much  vaunted 
Case  win  prova  to  have  a  makotalj  at*ioipher;c  solur.on  of  Sene  ioir.

ffiDPHTSICAL  UF0»«-  Tbe  only  hope  we  have  ?

Ufology  has  produced  ooraa  biaarre  'solutions'  to  the  riddle  of  UFOs  since  1947 
moot  of  which  have  long  since  been  disproved  or  discarded. Tet  the  past  decade  han 
seen  the  rise  of  the  geophysical  theories, exemplified  by  Persinger  and  Lafre'niere 
U;  and  Dovereux  (2).  Whilst  these  are  reasonable  .testable  theories  they  have  teen 
widely  criticised, not  least  for  the  fact  that  they  challenge  teliefyaspecially  in 
in  the  ETH  (extraterrestrial  hypothesis). Host  ufologists  are  still  unsure  and  wary 
Of  them, This  explains  why  most  of  the  research  work  done  on  this  subject  hns  until 
now  teen  nerformed  by  people  not  directly  eonneoted  with  the  UPO  movement. 

The  theories  are  wide-ranging, but  basically  suggest  that  unusual  lights  obooi-vad 
uniior  oertain  conditions  and  on  specific  terrains  are  blobs  of  as  yet  unidentified 
cnor^, possibly  created  by  frictional  discharge  from  rucks  In  tones  of  geological 
faulting.In  addition  it  is  suggested  that  geological  stress  teforo, during  and 
after  a  period  of  seisjnio  activity  can  also  produce  these  lights.Dr  Persinger  has 
also  specified  certain  landscape  features  around  which  geophysical  electron  leakare 
oould  produce  visible  luminosities. These  include  hills.point  sources, such  as 
towers,  reservoirs, powerlines  and  areas  of  oinered  enrichment. 

The  Pennine  Eills  and  their  environs  have  a  hi^  incidence  of  the  above  features 
and  was  identified  by  Devorcui  as  a  location  whero  many  sightings  would  be  osieoted 
Radies  simultaneously  was  collating  this  activity  into  a  took  which  corroterated 
nie  prorUotion.(3;.All  this  tends  to  suggest  that  the  Persinger/Devoreui  theories 
Of  goophysioal  origin  aro  worth  exploration  in  this  region.ProJeot  Pennine  is  now 
e  tbat.lt  will  ooncontroto  on  thorougjj  research  into  the  history 

of  uro  sightings  and  their  folklore  analogues  in  the  Ponnines.oapplng  them  and 
comparing  them  with  data  suggested  by  geophysical  theories.. .including  magnetic 
and  netoorolp^cal  anomalies. 

(bneral  characteristics  of  unexplained  Iminoslties  seen  over  the  Peanines 
include  the  following:  often  low-lovel  sittings, they  are  predominantly  ball- 
shaped, with  diameters  varying  from  10  ca  to  more  than  5  metres  and  are  probably 
amorphous  op  gaseous  in  nature. In  addition.oany  reports  deaerite  them  as  passing 
throu^  fences  and  hedgerows, growing  and  shrinking  in  size  and  performing  motions 
considered  impoesible.Hany  ebservors  believe  they  have  seen  'structured  objects' 
behind  the  li^ts.Ho  proof  has  been  forthcoming  for  this  and  we  would  discount  It 
as  a  perceptual  phenomenon  -  the  witnesses  expecting  to  see  an  objeot  which  is 
producing  the  lights. The  geophysical  theories  also  lend  credence  to  the  'window 
area'  theory,  areas  where  UFOs  and  related  phenomena  are  seen  repeatedly  over  a 
number  of  years  or  become  a  high  level  focal  point  for  activity  in  short  flaps. 
Dovereux, havisg  identified  the  Pennine  area  as  a  candidate, also  identified  many 
others  from  their  characteristics  and  density  of  sittings  (eg  Dyfed, south  Wales, 
the  area  around  Bgryn,mid  Hales  and  Warminster  in  Hiltehlre). 

Thera  are  many  areas  in  the  north  whioh  could  fit  this  category, but  a  good 
axamplo  of  such  a  geologioal  window  area  is  Calverly  Hoods  near  Bi-adford. 
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C,ilverly  Woods  is  a  largo  area  of  woodland  not  far  froo  Ilkley  Hoor.Tho  place 
is  riven  by  surface  faulting  and  the  rock  is  quartz  bearing  gritatone.lt  lias  been 
the  foous  for  unerplainod  phenomena  for  centurioo  Hhiohjwhcn  stripped  of  its 
cultural  connotations, appears  to  be  consistant.The  'Calverly  Qiost'  was  once  ofttn 
seen  moving  down  an  old  track  in  the  woods  (no  more  than  50  yards  from  the  fault 
line). A  writer  in  the  last  century  described  it  as  'a  oloud  like  apparition’ .It 
has  been  variously  interpreted  as  a  leoal  notary, headless  horseman  and  other  thij^ 

In  this  century  the  ll^t  has  frequently  been  categorised  as  a  UFO. In  July 
I5O4  there  was  a  CEJ  in  the  woods.  Briefly, a  young  couple  saw  from  their  window  a 
bright  light  hovering  in  a  clearing. Upon  looking  through  binoculars  they  saw  a 
'landed  space  craft*  from  which  'entities'  emerged  to  4ake  soil  samples. 

This  type  of  ongoing  activity  on  a  marked  fault  area  with  a  long  history  of 
anomalous  phenomena  does  suggest  a  link  between  the  events  and  the  area  Itself. 

The  Banner  in  which  the  ^cowing  li^ts  have  been  interpreted  fits  well  what 
Devoreux  calls  'Proto  Hhtities'  -  figures  forming  out  of  tho  UFO  'material'. 

Many  other  Pennine  areas  exhibit  similar  characteristics.lt  has  also  been  noted 
how  earth  tremors  can  act  as  catalysts  for  UFO  activity, further  strengthening  the 
geophysical  connection. 23  July  1994  saw  probably  the  largest  ever  flap  in  Heat 
lorkshire.From  6  to  12  pm  that  ni^t  numerous  unidentified  lights  were  seen  over 
tbs  east  side  of  the  Pennines.ThQ  majority  conformed  to  the  general  character  of 
-listorioal  'Pennine  ligtits' .They  were  bright, coloured  white, orange, red  etc, often 
in  twos  or  snail  clusters  and  revolving.Witnesses  invariably  said  that  they  app¬ 
eared, travelled  short  distances  at  low  level  and  instantly  vanished. Three  days 
prior  to  this  flap  a  number  of  small  tremors  shook  the  area.Henbers  of  the  local 
group  IfTUFOROwent  on  radio  and  actually  'predicted'  tho  resultant  spurt  of  UTO 
actlvityl  Later, researcher  Paul  Bennett  found  many  of  the  events  occurred  directly 
above,  or  followed  closely, tho  fault  linos  in  the  area.Hany  witnesses  even  said 
that  tho  lights  wore  'hugsdng  the  contours  of  the  land'. 

Handles  had  reported  a  similar  event  in  1982  when  a  'mini-wave'  around  Todmordon 
in  the  western  Pennines  Involved  many  li^te  and  both  radio  and  street  lighting 
interference. (4)  These  events  ended  suddenly  on  20  April  with  a  largo  'bang'  later 
identified  as  jonneoted  with  seieoic  activity  on  a  nearly  fault. Tho  direct  link 
between  UTO  siglitings  and  geephyoical  activity  is  there  and  cannot  bo  easily 
dismissed. 

Tho  Hossendale  Talley,  nearby  Pendlo  Rill, and  Carleton  Moor  are  all  good 
esunplos  of  Pennine  'windows'. In  tho  south  Loxloy  Ed^, north  west  of  Sheffield, 
also  hns  a  high  incidence  of  UFOs  and  other  anomalies. Can  it  bo  coincldenee  that 
each  area  fulfills  the  criteria  for  geophysical  phenomena  by  being  heavily  faulted 
with  lulls  and  many  point  sources?  Project  Pennine  hopeg  to  collcot  guffioient 
data  to  either  prove  or  disprove  the  geophysical  theories  in  the  Pennlnaa. 

Whether  we  believe  or  not  that  any  aspect  of  geophysical  theory  could  eiplain 
sOBQ  of  the  unej^lained  ll^ts  in  tho  Pennines, we  must  not  leave  it  at  that. Too 
Often  theories  have  hocome  fashionable  for  a  time  and  then  been  forgotten. Devemux 
and  his  colleagueg  have  proved  that  at  least  one  thing  (earthlights)  can  bo 
replicated  under  laboratory  conditions. He  have  identified  Pennine  areas  whero 
higli  UFO  (or  UAP-Unidontified  Atmoapherio  Phenomena, the  prefered  term)  fit  tho 
theory.Ho  hove  our  own  Hessdalcn,an  open  air  laboratory, where  British  researchers 
can  study  those  events. It  must  not  become  another  'armchair  theory'  but  must  bo 
tented  in  tho  field,and  not  merely  argued  out  in  the  letters  ooltmmo  of  UFO 
Journals.  Skywatehing  may  t«  a  joke.Ekit  the  only  real  way  to  prove  these  theories 
is  to  go  to  these  window  areas  with  proper  instnaaentatlon  and  record  and  film 
tho  UIP  as  they  harmen.A  testable  theory  is  worth  a  thousand  delntea.
